Various Theories ' 

They became a subject, of 
controversy when various 
critics advanced theories about 
the assassination which con- 
tradicted the verdict of the offi- 
cial inquiry, headed by former 
Chief Justice Earl Warren, that 
Lee Harvey Oswald fired all the 
shots which struck the presi- 
dent. 

Dr. Lattimer has written and 
lectured extensively about the 
assassination.
